GENEVA f AP> — The United 


States and Ihe European Com- 
mon Market agreed late Tues- 
day night lo make a 50 per cent 
across-the-board tariff cut the 
working basis of the Kennedy 
round talks on freeing world 
trade.

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Becker Bible Amendment 
./ 


Debate on the wisdom of luloptintf a 


23vd amendment to the U. S. Constitu- 
tion is centered on tho amendment of- 
fered by Re|>. Frank J. Jiociier, New 
York Republican, lo allow prayer mid 
Bible reading in public schools and oth- 
er public places. 


The little-known text of the Becker 


amendment slates: 


"Nothing in this Constitution shall lie 


doomed to prohibit the offering, reading 
from, or listening t,o prayers or Hibilcal 
.scriptures, if piirlicip;ilii>n therein is on 
R voluntary basis, in a governmental or 
pttlilic school, institution or place. 


"Nothing in this Constitution shall 


)>e deemed to prohibit reference lo belief 
in, reliance upon, or involving tho aid of 
God or a supreme being in any govern- 
mental or public document, proceeding, 
activity, ceremony, school institution or 
place, or upon any coinage, currency 
or obligation of the United States. 


"Nothing in this article shall consti- 


tute an establishment of religion." 


The Becker amendment does not, as 


some people fear, repeal the lirsl amend- 


ment guarantee that "Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof . . ." 


The amendment and Ho other similar 


bills proposed by Congressmen would 
allow prayer and Bible reading in pub- 
lic schools or classes which choose to 
have them. 


The Supreme Court on .lime 17, lOftf, 


struck down as unconstitutional a Penn- 
sylvania law rc(|uiring that 10 verses 
of the liible be read in every 
public 


school every day but allowing any stu- 
dent to be excused from this required 
religious exercise with his parent's per- 
mission. 


The Becker amendment would allow 


local choice and require that any Bible 
reading and prayer be on a voluntary 
basis. 


Tlie Amendment would clear the air on 


the controversial issue and would set up 
ground rules for a practice long accept- 
ed by the American people—majority 
and minorities—. as not violating their 
right lo free exercise of religion nor 
setting up an established state religion.

Tlie Supreme Court ruling 


required religious exercises in public 
.schools has had 
iinforliniHtc ctnisc- 


quences far beyond the spirit and IcUer 
of the decision itself. 


Understandable fear of breaking- the 


court's ruling and confusion as lo all of 
Us ramifications has led to an almost 
complete banishment of religious his- 
tory, literature and ceremony from 
pub- 


lic schools. 


The first effect of the ruling was to 


prompt many public schools lo cut back 
or eliminate or generalize beyond recog- 
nition school plays, displays, and art 
work at Christmas time. 


Similar difficulties arise at Raster or 


any other religious holiday of any relig- 
ious faith. 


Another 
unfortunate 
consequence 


was revealed last week, when Dr. LeRoy 
J. Koehler, president of East Sli'ouds- 
burg State College, declared a one-year 
moratorium on baccalaureate services 
at college graduations. 


"The 
board of presidents of state 
col- 


leges was told (by the state attorney 
general) that such a service could not 
be held on the campus of a sfate col- 
lege. It can only be held in a church 
off the campus. 


"This raises the question of whether 


'.he church shall be a Catholic church or 


one of the Protestant denominations," 
Dr. Koehler said, explaining his quan- 
dry. 


In another area, perhaps more im- 


portant than the others, teachers of lit- 
erature and history are left in doubt as 
to whether they will be brought lo court 
for mentioning or reading religious his- 
tory or documents. 


How any student can be properly 
edu- 


cated without studying Judaeo-Chris- 
tian religious history and leaching is 
an unanswerable question. Understand- 
ing English literature—past and present 
—is impossible without n literary knowl- 
edge of the Bible. 


Tf the Bible cannot be read or discus- 


sed in public school classes, public school 
students will be given a poor under- 
standing of literature. 


The Supreme Court did not specifically 


banish these practices, but confusion 
among men of good will and respect for 
the law on these problems is understand- 
able. But the court decision is leading 
to ridiculous restrictions. 


So far, the Becker amendment lo Ihe 


Constitution is the best solution pro- 
posed. There may be a better way to 
clear away confusion, but lacking any 
definite details from the Supreme Court, 
the people and the Congress arc natur- 
ally asked to support the Becker amend- 
ment.

Taylor U h«_ liad visited any 
Pennsylvania Senators In his 
lobbying activities In Washing- 
ton.

linl if, under the bill, the at- 
torney general would get too 
much power.

"There are built-in safeguards 


In the bill. But the question of 


power Is not the issue . . . It'i 
ilke Gov. Wallace always talk 
ing about states rights

avoiding the name of segrega 
lion and bigotry.
